In regard to the abolition of tolls up- 
on Portsmouth bri'dge have appeared 
In Boston papers, from the tenor ot 
which it has apparently been infer- 
red in Home quarters that the coun- 
ty commissioners on the Maine side 
of the 
river were not 
sufficiently 


awake to the occasion. All persons 
justly considering 
toll 
bridges 
as 


wholly archaic In this year of grace 
1910, 
arc invited to peruse the 
fol- 


lowing abstract from the Maine stat- 
utes bearing upon the matter. Our 
commissioners appreciate^ the situa- 
tion fully, and It is clearly 
within 


their power to free the Maine end 
of tho bridge, but the question nat- 
urally arises, of what avail 
would 


that be If travel is to be held for 
tolls at the other endV Portsmouth 
would undoubtedly be the chief gain- 
er by the freeing of the bridge, and 
as a preliminary move towards ac- 
complishing"' the desired 
result, 
it 


seems to be up to our New Hamp- 
shire friends to straightway get busy 
and enact a law similar in effect to 
the one herewith appended. 


State of Maine. Chap. 179. An Act 


to provide a way to free Toll Bridges. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House' o/ Representatives assembled, 
as follows: 


Section 1. The county commission- 


ers of any county in which a toll 
bridge, exists, or may .hereafter 
be 


located, are hereby authorized to lay 
out, a county road across any toll 
bridge and approaches 
thereto 
in 


their county upon petition therefor, 
after notice and hearing in the man- 
ner required by the general laws of 
ihe state regulating the laying out of 
highways. Such petitions shall 'bear 
:he signatures of hot less than twen- 
ty tax payers, qualified voters of said 
county, representing that, the bridge 
s necessary to the accommodation of 
public travel, and praying that the 
same shall be taken 
as a county 


bridge. The damages for laying out 
said highway shall be ascertained, de- 
termined and paid In the same man- 
ner as in taking land for highways, 
and persons, and corporations agrlev- 
ed shall1 have the .same rights of ap- 
)eal 
to be enforced in the same man- 


ner as in the case of highways. 


.Section 2. "In'"" the event that the 


county commissioners .shall decide to 
make said bridge a county bridge, 
said commissioners may for the pur- 
pose of defraying- the cost or dam- 
ages for the taking and repairs of 
said bridge, maintain the same for a 
lerlod not exceeding, six years as a 
:bll bridge, if, in their opinion such 
s necessary, and for the- best inter- 
ests of the county. All money re- 
ceived for tolls after 
such 
taking 


shall be set aside as fast as'-accumu- 
ated, together with interest and ac- 
cretions, and shall constitute a sink- 
ing fund 'for the payment of 
any 


jonds issued or other indebtedness 
incurred by the county 'for damages 
or expenses in taking said bridge. 


Section 3. For' the foregoing pur- 


poses, as soon as the county commis- 
sioners hae laid out a : public way 
across said toll bridge, and paid the 
damages therefor as in the case of 
highways, and abolished 
the tolls 


thereof, they may, apportion not ex- 
ceeding one-third .of the sum so ex- 
pended or damages aside from the 
tolls received, among the 
several 


towns benefitted, ..having .regard also 
'.or their valuation and circumstances 
whether such.shall be within or part- 
ly within the 
boundaries 
of 
such 


town or not, and 
thereafter 
such 


bridge and its approaches shall be 
public highway, and shall 
be kept 


safe and eo-nvenient for public travel 
by said commissioners 'and maintain- 
ed by the county free of toll. 


Section 4. When a petition is pre- 


sented respecting a toll bridge In two 
counties,4he same shall have the sig- 
nature of at least twenty, qualified 
persons in each county. . The com- 
missioners receiving the petition may 
call a meeting of the commissioners 
of both counties as provided by the 
Revised Statutes," Chap.. 23, Sect. 12, 
and they shall proceed in the man 
ner provided for in the case of ways 
in two or more - counties. 
Damages 


shall be apportioned between the two 
counties in proportion to their last 
slate valuation prior to such loca- 
tion, and among the several towns 
'u the manner provided in the pre- 
ceding section.
